Beautification Project Draws Support At Dinner Rally 



I’erry (bounty’s cleanup drive, begun by a small sub.com 
mlttec i t the Perry County Development Association, blossom, 
ed Into ;i untied county wide campaign Monday night when 
over 1(M) people representing virtually every civic group and 
government agency in the county turned out for a kickoff din. 
ner In the Hoy G. Kversole Elementary School cafeteria. 

The large crowd cam* to pledge the support of over 25 
co-j^ty organizations in the clean. up drive, and to hear featured 
speakers Steve Sandlin, Regional Sanitation Consultant for the 
State Health Department, and Miss Connie Quinn of the De. 
partment of Natural Resources. 

Introduced by Mrs, Katie Combs, chairman of the Com. 
munity Facilities Committee of the PCDA, both speakers con. 
gratulated the people for turning out in such large numbers, 
and offered plans and suggestions for making the cleanup 
drive a success. 

Sardlin stressed the need for rigid enforcement of exist, 
ing litter laws as the backbone of any effort to keep Perry 
County clean He said the law provided for the official issu. 
ance to property owners of an order to clean up litter that, 
if not complied with, made the property owner subject to arrest 
and fine. 

He added that local law enforcers plan to emphasize this 
law as part of the coming drive, which gets underway March 15. 

In describing the importance of removing litter from the 
c yty landscape, Sandlin quoted government statistics that 
held that it costs the taxpaying public 10 cents a pound to 
collect litter from public thoroughfares, which adds up to a 
bill of millions of dollars every year. 

,^He said the "litterbug" was a thief, in that he robbed the

pu lie of this much money a year; a killer, in that over 750 
deaths a year result from such accidents in which, for example, 
a motorist swerves to miss litter in the road; a health hazard, 
in that litter such as uncontrolled garbage dumps are ideal 
breeding places for rats and disease.carrying insects; and a 
fire bug. because many of the five fires an hour in the nation 
are started in trash piles in and around the home. 

"A clean home seldom burns," Sandlin said. 

He pointed out some steps Perry County is already taking 
to deal with its serious litter problem These included the es. 



tablisbment of several official public garbage dumos in strate. 
gic places about the county, and a plan to use the unemployed 
fathers work crews and State Highway Department trucks to 
remove old auto I ndies to a central collecting place 

Sandlin called on the new District Engineer for the State 
Highway Department, K. D Johns, to outline wavs in which 
his department will help Perry County in its beautification 
drive. 

Mr Johns said he could not say definitely how many trucks 
the Department could make available for the clean.up, but he 
did promise the full cooperation of the Department in any 
way it could serve, within its capabilities 

Miss Quinn, who was the speaker at last year's ill. fated 
attempt to beautify Perry County, said she thought Perry Coun. 
ty looked worse now than at any time she had seen it in the 
last several years. 

"The initiative for claan.up has to come from right hare 
in your own community," she said, than noted that the initia. 
tiva teamed have already bean mobilized, judging from the 
large crowd of interested citizens. 

Miss Quinn listed six steps necessary to the successful 
completion of a clean.up project. The community must first 
recognize its problem, she said, then 2. educate the public; 3, 
work towards specific goals, b-Mh immediate and long.range 
4, analyze each phase of the program; 5, tecruit everybody in 
the community, and. 6, develop leadership 

She said that Perry County was very fortunate to have a 
lake and state park within its boundaries, and that the com. 
munity should work to take full advantage of the potential 
these facilities represent. 

State Trooper Jerry Combs of Knott County represented 
the Kentucky State Police at the gathering. In brief remarks, 



he said law enforcement was important to cleanup campaigns, 
but that property owners should be invited to clean their pre. 
misos before threatened with the law. 

He recommended that the leaders of the drive undertake 
a short-range project that, when completed, can serve as an 
example and an inspiration for the remainder of the program. 

The Community Facilities Committee has set the peri id 
oi March 15 through April 15 as a period of intensive cleanup 
activity, but plan for the project to last the year around.

A day care center for mental, 
ly retarded children, -believed 
to tc the first of its kind in the 
area, is being operated at Lea- 
therwood in Perry County. 

Two motners, Mrs. Ada Rob. 
bins and Mrs. Mary Brumniett, 
who recently had three weeks 
training at Outwood State Hos 
pital and School at Daws n 
Springs, arc conducting the 
center. 

At present five children are 
attending classes at Tilford 
Presbyterian Church. They are 
given practice in such things as 
dressing, walking and eating 
habits. A recreational program 
also is included. 

The Leatherwood Association 
for Retarded Children was pre. 
sented a check for $1,000 this 
week by the Kentucky Social 
Welfare Foundation. The 
money is an advance on a $2, 
500 grant, for operating expen. 
ses of the Leatherwood Day 
Care Center. The grant gives 
the center six months operat. 
ing sacurity, including a token 
salary for the teachers and the 
purchase of some equipment. 
But costs of transportation and 
provision for a third teacher 
are not covered in the grant.

Twelve Men Arrested 
In Leatherwood Slaying 

Twelve men were arrested and charged with murder late yesterday in con- 
nection with the slaying of Earnest Creech, Bonnyman, as he was on his way 
home from his job at the Leatherwood Number One Mine. 



Bulan Firemen Complete Training 



According to State Police re. 
ports, Creech was killed in. 
stantly when a bullet, apparent, 
ly fr m a high powered rifle, 
penetrated a metal truck cab. 
entered his back and struck his 
heart. 

Creech was the driver of the 
vehicle in which two other men 
were riding, but, police believe, 
the truck was not moving when 
the bullet hit. 

The passengers were Carl 
Boggs. Wooton, and Bentley 
Boggs, Smilax. both workers at 
the Leatherwood mine. 

The truck was just inside the 
Leslie County line near the rear 
entrance to the mine property 
when Creech was slain. A 
greup of pickets, most of them 
former employees of Leather, 
wood Number One until the 
mine's contract with the United 
Mine Workers expired last 
April, were at the scene. 

The group dispersed alter the 
shocting, but these men were 
arrested at their homes ycstcr. 
day evening:

The men were ledged in the 
Leslie County jail. After a hear, 
ing today, some of the men had 
been released on bond by 2:15 
this afternoon. 

The Leatherwood mine has 
been the scene of picketing for 
several weeks now. The mine 
shut dewn operations last April 
alter its contract with the UM 
W expired It resumed limited 
operation about six months 
later, but without a contract 
with the union. 

S:me of the pickets from 
Leatherwood joined men from 
the Hazard area and Letcher 
Countians two weeks ago in the 
Klkhorn.Jt-llico Coal Company 
at Marlow and the Southeast 
Coal Company at Polly. 

The Marlow mine shut down 
when most of its workers left 
their jobs to join the pickets. 
The men then demonstrated for 
several days at Southeast, but 



have not been there since Let. 
eher Circuit Judge J. L Hays 
issued an order restraining sev- 
eral of the picket leaders from 
being near the Southeast pro. 
perty. 

The slain Creech was the fa. 
ther of nine children. His wife 
is expecting another child soon. 

He is survived by his wife 
Gladys; his father Gordon 
Creech of Michigan, his mother, 
Mrs. Donna Fcltner of London; 
two s;ns, Larry and Terry at 
heme: seven daughters, Anita. 

Loretta. Connie, Diane, Char, 
lene. Debra and Oneida all at 
home. 

One sister, Mrs. Audrey Law. 
rence of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
also survives. 

Funeral services will -be held 
Saturday afternoon at 1 p.m. at 
the Church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ at Airport Gardens with 
the Revs. Garrett White and 
Janies Neace officiating.

In recent years much of the Appalachian 
re non in Kentucky. Virginia, and West Virginia 
has had improved hospital care and allowed 
the medical profession to expand services as the 
result of the ten hospitals originally built and 
operated by the UMWA On Octiber 1. 1963 
the first five hospitals and a seal later t tie 
second five were turned over to the non.pro 
lit Appalachian Regional Hospitals. This was 
made pi ssihle bv a $3 9 million grant a-d a 
I .an I $4 1 million from the U. S. Area Rede 
vel pmenl Administration. 

A major problem has existed from the 
start -total lack of operating capital. Without 
private loans and advances against medical ser. 
vices for the state of Kentucky and the UMWA 
Welfare Fund these hospitals would have never 
perated as they have since the AHH came into 
operation eighteen months ago. 

N< w the ARH Roard of Trustees has been 
put on notice that the private loan must be 
repaid by July 1st, and in the future billing to 
the Welfare Fund will be accepted only on the 
basis of payment after service is rendered— 
not cash advances against tuture services 

Requests fir operatin: capital loans have 
boon made ti ba ks. insurance companies, and 
other private sources All are concerned and 
sympathetic but firm negative replies have been 
received Many people in the ten ARH towns 
and Frankfort. Lexirgton, Louisville. Charles 
ton. Beckley and Washington are addressing 
themselves to this growing serious operating 
capital problem. 

No business on God s green earth was ever 
started with a total lack of operating capital 
such as the day life was breathed into the 
Appalachian Regional Hospitals. How these 
hosnitals have operated to this point is a human 
m racle but the federal a ency in Washington 
that actually started them as the going Appa. 
lachian Regional Hospitals has failed to under 
stand or realize it takes operating capital 
even to operate a non-profit organization. 

A federal Task Farce has been working on 
this matter now for five weeks Conferences 
were held in Washington last week and again 
this week between ARH leaders and the Task 
For'e r peratina out of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. The results ta this point are not 
e couragin’ as the hospitals need $2 million for 
(Derating funds, and the “leaked" news in 
Washington earlier this week was "maybe 
$500,000 for variety of services and training 
programs." 

Common sense tells anyone with a check 
hoik if you must repay $1 Mi million to the 
private lender and Welfare Fund in April. May, 
and June. 1965 the checkbook is going to be 
way short of the actual dollar needs come 
April. Mav and June, and finally July 1st. 

The President and his advisors in Wash, 
ington must realize these are the courses thpy 
can pursue ill Let the ARH repay the loan 
and advances currently coming due. and then

But are they "just chairs," pieces of anonymous furniture 
to sit on and otherwise ignore? Most of the few people who 
buy original Cornett chairs think not. They have more im- 
portant reasons for want'ng to cwn one. They buy them be. 
cause they know there is no other chair in the world like 
theirs end because they know they can last a hundred years 
and longer and grow more valuable ell the time. 

They buy them, too. because they know that Cornett- 
chairs are among the lad such hand made furniture our society 
will ever pr dure a d that their creator is perhaps the last of 
a long line of craftsmen that reaches farther back in time than 
we can even imag.ne. 

They would not say a Corciett chair is “just a chair” any 
mire than they would say a great painting is "just a picture.”

In these days of mass production, un assembly line can 
turn out thou-ands of chairs, ell of them alike, while Mr. Cor. 
nett patiently creates just one of his A-.id in these days of 
the inflated dollar, a $co95 price la^ on a factory chair makes 
$60 or $70 far a hand made product seem exorbitant to most 
people. 

So be has said o ly two chairs all winter long, and even 
these sales had built in disadvantages Mr. Cornett's only reg 
uiar income is a very small pension, something over $50 a 
month, frun his partial disability in the war With a wife and 
{■.ur children to support, his low regular income makes him 
eligible to purchase federal food stamps But eaeh time he 
sells a chair, he must report the extra income to the welfare 
office, which increases the amount he must pay for food stamps. 
The sale of his two chairs this winter caused even the food 
stamps 1 1 be priced out of his range for a while. 

Despite the illusnn of bigness created by his heavy shock 
of hair. Mr Cornett is not realy a big man, and this winter 
his health has been bad A severe cold has lin.ered for two 
months now i ut he hasn't been able ti afford medical treat. 
m«nt. These are a couple of reasons he says. The hardest 
work for me is getting the timber out of the hill. The only 
way I've got is to split it and pack it down on my back." 

But the winter will toon be over, end he ie hoping his 
cold will clear up soon. He it meking plant now for his gerden, 
and hoping the coming tpring and summer will bring more 
people wanting to buy chairs than the winter has.
